Washington, June 6—During the 


consideration by the senate of the con- 
ference report on the taihoad rate bill 
Mr. Foraker indicated a purpose to 
insist upon an explanation of the 
change made by the conferees in In- 
cluding lateral or "branch lines among 
those upon whose request • common 
carriers shall be reqmied to put in 
switches or switch connections. Sen- 
ator Tillman had explained amend- 
ments on which he thought it possible 
points o£ order could be made because 
of the presence of new matter, but had 
not included the amendment in ques- 
tion. When Mr. Tillman expressed the 
opinion that the conferees had not 
transgressed their authority in this 
matter the Ohio senator dissented, say- 
ing the suggestion had been made in 
the senate and had, been voted down 
and that it was clearly new matter. 
He therefore 
thought the 
senate 


should be told why the change had 
been made. Senator Tillman replied 
it was because of "the tyrannical and 
outrageous conduct fe? the trunk lines, 
in such cases as that of the Bed Rock 
company in West Virginia." 


Mr. Tillman expressed the opinion 


that the 
only conference change 


against which a point of order will lie 
is that extending for sixty days the 
time when the rate bill shall go into 
operation. 
That he conceded, was 


clearly out of order, but he said it 
had seemed necessary in view o£ the 
general confusion that follows an effort 
to carry the bill into immediate effect 
Senator Foraker criticized the con- 
ferees on account of the new matter, 
saying that the conferees were not 
legislators, but mere intermediaries. 
He also objected to the,change in the 
anti-pass provision, making especial 
complaint of the elimination of the 
railroad'employes from the privilege 
of free transportation. 
Mr. Foraker 


found fault with the amendment pro- 
hibiting discrimination for or against 
passengers on account of color. He 
said several negroes had complained 
of the provision as a recognition ol 
the "Jim Crow" laws of the south, but 
such had not been the intention, the 
only purpose being to secure proper 
treatment for all where the "Jim 
Crow" system prevailed. 


The senate passed the naval appro- 


priation bill, which carries a total of 
$103,117,670. 
The only 
important 


amendment made to the naval bill was 
one requiring the .secretary of the navy 
to submit toe plans of the proposed big 
•warship to congress before proceed- 
ing with Its construction.

City Control of Saloons. 


Columbus, O., June 6. — President

municipalities. The provisions of the 
measure are: The repeal of all present 
temperance measures, including the 
Aikin and Jones laws; the levying of 
a'- direct state tax of $105 per annum 
on, each saloon and local tax by city 
or Tillage of not more that $400 or less 
than |190 ; the appointment of a liquor 
tax contonission of four citizens by 
mayors and presidents of boards of 
township trustees, such commission to 
have authority by majority vote to 
issue or refuse certificates for doing 
biifllness.

watching eagerly for news from Co- 
lumbus, where the negotiations be 
tween the operators and miners' rep 
resentatives are in progress.

general belief here is that the military 
will be withdrawn after a few days 
unless there is an outbreak, which is 
now deemed beyond a probability. 


The only cloud in sight is in the 


form of a fear that the strikers may 
renew the violence when an effort is 
made to re-open the Bradley mine. 


At the offices of the coal companies 


it was announced that all of the guards 
and private detectives, whose presence 
at the mines is alleged to have been 
the cause of the riot Sunday night 
have been relieved of duty ami that 
the military will be in full control of 
the mines till further notice. There 
was no outward display of hostility on 
the part of the miners on the arrival 
of the state troops and officials of the 
miners" organization say there will be 
no trouble between them and the sol 
diers. 


It was persistently reported at Plum 


Run and Bradley that three guards 
were killed in the outbreak of Monday 
morning and that their bodies were 
thrown into a neighboring reservoir. 
This reservoir 
will be diagged to 


settle the authenticity of the state- 
ments. Color is given to these state- 
ments by the fact that ten or more 
guards have been missing since the 
riot-
